Protrude Onto Sidewalk, Street, Alley, Grass Strip So As To Obstruct The Safe And Orderly Movement Of 
Persons Or Vehicles. 

(c) Weeds, Grass 12" Or Higher Or Vegetation Not Permitted Between Sidewalks To Curb, Public 
Right-Of-Way, Or Along Alley To The Center Point. 

(d) Fallen, Dead Trees Or Limbs On Private Property Must Be Removed.

Cut all grass on your property that is over 12" high. Cut all grass over 12" high along front 
curb line right of way and rear alley right of way. City ordinance makes the property owner 
responsible for maintenance of the property from the front curb line to the center of the rear 
alley. 


Please abate these violations within FORTY-EIGHT HOURS OF RECEIPT of this notice. An extension of time 
to abate the violation(s) listed above will be considered provided you contact this office and a justifiable reason is 
given within the FORTY-EIGHT HOUR abatement period. 

Failure to comply with this notice may result in summons to the Richmond General District Court or, the City may 
at its discretion, hire a contractor to perform certain work and add the costs, including a $150.00 administrative 
cost, to the tax bill as a lien against the property,
